DETAILED ACTION 

The following office action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
June 30, 2008. Claims 1-20 are pending. Claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art of record do not teach 
consecutively providing the color data signals to the demultiplexer unit by the driver in a 
sequencing including color data signals of a plurality of colors, the sequence having consecutive 
color data signals having the same color, and consecutively providing the consecutive color data 
signals of the sequence having the same color to non-adjacent data lines on the liquid crystal 
display. 

With respect to dependent claims 2-10 and 12-20, these claims are allowed as they 
depend upon allowed independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
